Canada’s Status 


Canada’s international status has} 
been determined by its inclusion in| 
the League of Nations as a distinct 
national entity, possessing che same 
standing and voting power as is ac- 
corded to sovereign nations, and ob- 
ligated to assume the same respon- 
sibilities and discharge the same du- 
ties as are laid on all other nations. 

This is an almost -revolutionary 
change in status to that existing prior 
to the Great War. When, on August 
4, 1914, Great Britain declared war on 
Germany, Canada, in common with 
the whole British Empire, was autom- 
atically at war. The Canadian Parlia- 
ment did not’make a declaration of 
war; it merely took official cogniz- 
ance of the fact that a state of war 
existed. It remained, however, for 
the Canadian Parliament to decide 
the extent of Canada’s participation 
in the war. 

In future, however, as a full-fledged 
member of the League of Nations, 
Canada will have a voice in deciding 
issues of peace or war, Canada’s vote 
will count just as effectively as the 
vote of Great Britain, France, Italy 
or any other country. This means 
that, whereas formerly Canada had no 
foreign policy, because it had no say 
In foreign affairs. It must decide is- 
ues of peace or war for itself. 

This change in Canada’s interna- 
tional status inevitably calls for some 
change in its position within the 
British Empire and in the relations 
hitherto existing between this Dom- 
inion and Great Britain. There are 
certain anomalies in the present re- 
lationship that must be corrected, but 
which in no wise weaken the Empire, 
or tend to Canada's withdrawal there- 
from; on the contrary, such changes 
ap are necessary should have the ef- 
fect of adding strength to the Empire,

League of Nations, Canada will have 
direct relations with all other nations 
and it is almost certain to follow that 
this Dominion will have its own ac- 
credited representatives at the capi- 
tals of other countries. The first step 
in the evolution of this policy is be- 
ing taken in the appointment of a 
Canadian Minister to Washington. In 
the past, if the Canadian Government 
had representations to make to the 
United States Government it was ne- 
cessary to transmit them to the Col- 
onial Office in London, who in turn 
handed them over to the British for- 
eign office, which sent them on with 
instructions to the British ambassad- 
or at Washington. Replies to such 
representations had to return via the 
same route, and all negotiations be- 
tween Ottawa and Washington had to 
be conducted through London, In 
fulure, we are to have direct dealings 
with the United States Government 
through a Canadian Minister at Wash- 
ington. 

Other important — constitutional 
changes are up for discussion at Ot- 
tawa. Canada derives its constitution 
from the British Parliament, through 
the British North America Act. Any 
alteration or amendment to that con- 
stitution can only be affected by the 
British Parliament upon address of 
the Canadian Parliament. It is now 
proposed that Canada shall be given 
full power over its own constitution, 
to amend it from time to time as 
the people of Canada conceive in their 
own interest it should be amended 
and without recourse to the British 
Parliament. Australia and New Zea- 
land possess such control over their 
constitution, and the Dominion Min- 
ister of Justice is now in negotiation 
with the several Provincial Govern- 
ments with a view to having repres- 
entations made to the British Govern- 
ment and Parliament for the confer- 
ring of similar powers upon Canada. 

The view has long been held by 
many Canadians that a change should 
also be affected in our system of jud- 
icial appeals. At present the final 
court of appeal for Canada is the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council in England. There is a grow- 
ing belief that, so far as Canadian 
cases are concerned, the Supreme 
Court of Canada should be made the 
final court of appeal—that it should 
be sttpreme in fact as well as in name, 
and that all the expense and delay 
insepatable from appeals to London 
should be obviated. 

Slowly, but none the less surely, 
Canada and the other self-governing 
Dominions of the British Empire seem 
to be moving towards the ultimate 
goal of independence in all foreign af- 
fairs, just as they have long been in- 
dependent in all domestic matters. 
This does not mean that Canada will 
sever its connection with Britain, nor 
withdraw from the Empire. Not at 
all. It has been declared by the 
Prince of Wales, Lloyd George and 
others, that Canada is now a nation, 
a partner of Great Britain, occupying 
a position of equality with Britain in 
the Empire. If this is true, and no 
one disputes it, then existing anomal- 
ies whereby in some respects the Brit- 
ish Government, Parliament and the 
courts can exercise a veto over Can- 
ada must be removed, 

Evolving gradualy, the apparent end 
would seem to be the constitutional 
establishment of Canada and the other 
self-governing Dominions as sover- 
eign nations, all owing allegiance to 
one Crown, flying the same flag, 
working together in cordial co-opera- 
tion for the good of all, but each mis- 
tress of their own affairs, In a word,

"William’Rogers and his Son 
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Washington.—The original position 
of the United States government, that 
the Turks should be expelled from 
Europe is restated in a note to the 
allied supreme council, which has been 
prepared at the state department and 
which will be transmitted soon. 

The communication is in. reply to 
an enquiry from the French and Brit- 
ish governments as to the views of 
the United States on the Turkish set- 
tlement. The position of the United 
States government is understood to 
be that there is no sound reason for 
retaining the Turkish capital in Eur- 
ope. The United States is said to 
take the view that the contention that 
that the expulsion of the Turks might 
be resented by the Mohammedans is 
not supported by the facts since the 
war in the near east was won largely 
by the aid of Mohammedans, 

The United States, it is understood, 
desire that Armenia be set up as an 
independent state and that it embrace 
as much territory as the Armenian 
government can control. It also takes 
the position that any arrangement 
that is made with regard to Turkey 
should guarantee to all nations equal 
opportunities for commerce and that 
no belligerent should be given para- 
mount claims in any port of the near 

> East. 

The position of the United States, 
it is said is also that in any arrange- 
ment for the government of Constan- 
tinople and the Turkish states, a 
place for the participation of Russia 
should be made, as the United States 
government is convinced that no plan 
of settlement can be successful in the 
long run which does not take into ac- 
count the interest of Russia in the 
matter, 


To Restore Order 


Allies to Allow Despatch of Ebert 
Forces Into Ruhr Valley 
Districts 

Paris—Two German 
who arrived here from Berlin to ex- 
plain to the allies the necessity for 
permitting the German army to enter 
the occupied zone to restore order, 
saw Premier Millerand and told him 
the Ebert government had ample for- 
@eces ready to deal with the situation 
in the Rurh valley, It is understood 
on good authority the allies have de- 
cided to give the permission, The 
French government would have pre- 
ferred inter-allied action in the occu- 
pied zone, while the British and Ital- 
ians favored granting permission for 
operations by the Germans. The 
French gave way on this point in 
view of the dependence of France on 
supplies of coal from the Ruhr dis- 
trict. 

French coal production has decreas- 
ed from the old figure of 40,000,000 
tons to an average of about 18,000,000 
tons yearly. By the terms of the 
treaty of Versailles Germany is bound 
to cover the deficiency up to a total 
of 20,000,000 a year. On the restora- 
tion of order in the Ruhr valley, there- 
fore, depends largely the continuation 
of French industries.

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Daniels Again Criticised

Most explorers have attested to the 
kindness and generosity of the na- 
tives, also to their light-fingered qual- 
ities, and all agree that to infringe 
upon their religious beliefs was a sure 
route to the sacrificial crosses where 
human crucifixion was practised by 
the wholesale. 

It was not until after a massacre 
of Europeans in 1897, when a British 
expedition was sent from Gwato, the 
port city of the Benin country, to 
Benin City, twenty-five miles inland, 
that these fanatical sacrifices were 
eliminated. 

The massacre occurred when seven 
unarmed British officials, on the way 
to Benin City, were set upon and mur- 
dered along with their two hundred 
native attendants. The punitive ex- 
pedition captured the king and three 
of his chiefs. The latter were tried 
and condemned to death, the senten- 
ces of two being executed, while the 
third committed suicide. The king, 
also tried, was exiled. The trials took 
place in the native court house in the 
Benin capital.

Has Done 


Most Intensively Cultivated 
Country in the World 


The progress toward the restoration 
of pre-war conditions which Belgium 
has already accomplished is little less 
than marvelous, In less than a year 
her coal production — the s of 
modern industry — reached per 
cent.; sugar refineries, 100 per cent; 
cotton looms, 60 per cent.; wool pro- 
ducts, 75 per cent., and shoes, 70 per 
cent, Even steel production, which 
suffered most; reached 30 per cent. 

When Germany ‘seized and carried 
away the machinery of Belgian factor- 
fes, the confident expectation was to 
so crush out industrial production as 
to leave the Belgiaris *redticed-to agti- 
culture, But the tide which cbbed 
so fiercely has been flowing back, un- 
til of 9,797 machines of which a re- 
cord was kept, there had, by the end 
of 1919, been returned 5,069 machines, 
and the remainder was still coming 
back at the rate of 30 carloads a day, 
During the war 1,366 miles of rail- 
road track and 1,419 bridges were de- 
Stroyed, and already these have been 
reconstructed. 

We are accustomed to think of 
China and Japan as densely settled 
countries, but in 1913 Belgium was the 
most densely populated and intensive- 
ly cultivated country in the world. Its 
11,373 square miles make it about the 
size of Maryland, with one man in 
every six a land owner, To such per- 
fection had agriculture been develop- 
ed that three-fifths of the total areca 
was under cultivation, producing an 
average of $100 per acre—a r 
equalled by no other country. A‘ 60- 
mile pipe line for pumping beet juice 
from 14 gathering stations to the su- 
gar refineries illustrates the advanced 
development of its agricultural indus- 
tries. In devastated farm lands Bel- 
gium was fortunate in losing only 
70,000 acres—less than one per cent, 
of its total area, 

Freedom from general strikes and a 
national determination to restore nor- 
mal exports, on which the country so 
largely depends, are hastening a re- 
turn to prosperity; and wages have 
been materially increased, but are still 
low.compared with other.countries, as 
pre-war standards were maintaified up 
to the time of the armistice, Instead 
of the spirit of extravagance which 
prevails in some other countries, the 
Belgians preserve that same national 
thrift which for so many years made 
it famous as affording the best living 
for the least money of any country 
maintaining modern conditions. An- 
other year or two will almost restore 
pre-war production in most lin ;

Wealth From Waste 
Production of Gas From Straw and 
the Briquetting of Lignite 

A famous mustard maker used to 
remark that he owed his fortune not 
to mustard which people ate, but to 
what they left on the sides of their 
plates, That is one example of wealth 
derived from waste. But a corres- 
pondent has been good enough to 
draw our attention to other sources of 
wealth—to be derived from materials 
which would otherwise be wasted. Dr. 
R. D. McLaurin, who was until re- 
cently Professor of Chemistry in the 
University of Saskatchewan, has been 
particularly identified with research 
in the direction of the production of 
gas from straw and the briquetting of 
lignite. In terms of petrol, the gas 
from straw wasted annually in West- 
ern Canada would be 470,000,000 gal- 
lons, which is more than one-ninth of 
the total production of petrol in the 
world. Perhaps someone will apply 
Dr. McLaurin’s calculations to South 
Africa, He has extended them to 
United States, where he says that 00,- 
000,000 tons of maize stalks are wast- 
ed annually, Could some Rhodesians 
run their agricultural machinery in 
whole or in part from the burning of 
their waste? It almost looks like it~

Breeding Draft Horses 


; Demand for Heavy Draft Animals 
Was Never Better 

From reports received from every 
part of the eountry it is apparent that 
there are fewer good draft colts from 
one to three years of age than ever 
before. | The country is overstocked 
with light nondescript colts and hor- 
‘ses for which there is no demand and 
for which there is not likely to be any 
great demand in the future. The 
| world is short of heavy draft animals, 
and the outlook for good prices for 
this class of stock weighing from 
1,650 to 2,000 Ibs. at maturity was 
never better. France alone of the 
European countries is in the market 
for 60,000 heavy draft. horses, for 
which they will pay good prices, 

Farmers and breeders shou!d | not 
fail to breed every good draft mare 
available this year, and they should be 
ibred to the biggest draft stallion 


available. Breed is not so important 
as size, quality and weight. The 
breeds that produce these desirable 


qualities with greatest uniformity may 
be listed in the following order: Per- 
cherons, Belgians and Clydesdales. 
Breeders desirous of purchasing good 
sires should select not only good in- 
dividual stallions, but they should see 
to it that they are bred from good 
families of mares, and if possible 
should purchase Canadian western 
bred horses, that have been acclima- 
tized. The curse of the heavy horse 
breeding industry in Western Canada 
has been the importations and sale of 
cheap fat stallions of poor ancestry. 

Farmers should breed only from the 
best if they wish to produce desirable 
draft horses for the future—By Prof.
